Moreover, that it is highly
improbable that the seawall would
reach clear along the shore at that
part of the c¢ity. And there the mat-
ter stands for the present, save that
the slight investigation made of the
question by The Astorian reporter
brought forth the fact that the resi-
dents of the western portion of the
city are prowd of their section, and
while not denying the presence of
unsightly things and places along the
waterfront, they still say that morally
theirs is the cleanest part of the city,
and that while many of the homes
are small and modest, they are com-
fortable and cleanly.

WOULD PREVENT HUNDREDS
FROM GETTING THEIR FUEL
FROM COLUMBIA RIVER.

It is said that many of the citizens
of West Astoria will object strenu-
ongly to the project of building a sea-
wall for a reason that heretofore has
not been stated. Hundreds of the
fishermen who dwell in Uniontown
each winter season gather virtually
all the wood that is used for fuel in
that part of the city from the waters
of the Columbin, it is said, and it is
argued that if a seawall is built it
would prevent them from bringing
their wood ashore. That the ohjes-
tion is a serious one from the stand-
point of the people who live in that
portion of the city may be takey as
granted. It is said that for the past
tawvo winters it has been a practical
impossibility to get wood in  there
from the mills, and were it not for
the fuel taken from the river there
would have been a serious fuel fa-
mine in the western part of the city,

Thousands of dollars are annually
saved by securing wood from the
river, it is said. Some of the men
even go across the river and buy logs
